teranting enough perhaps to be slmply no-
tloed is that Prof. Hine, whom Prof, Lowis
fudeooded, renigned, ax the latter has Just
done, 1o take a position In a Neéw Eng and
olily.

Detween tho golhe of the the
coming of the oiher was an Interregnum of
a month, during which Miss Lena Hill added
to her dutles as teacher those of the prin-
elpal, the double bBurden proving such a strain

that a short Mlnegs followed.

The teaching force then numbered five as
eompared with thirty now, and comprised,

Huldah I* lsancson and Lowlea J. Bruce
(eolared), Miss Lelsenring died (o this city
not long ago as the wife of Alfred Kennedy.
Miss Remington wan for severil years n
teacher In the elty schools, afterward mars
ried Mr. Notson, and on sccount of domeatle
and other troubles drowned herself and her
two llttle ehildren in the Missourl river a
yoear ago last December, the bodles not belng
found unti) the next May,

The present senlor clnss of the High
gohool, which numbers ninety, s by twenty
more than half o= large as the whole sehool
thirteen vears ago, and the roome used then
in the bullding are adequate only to accom-
modate Lhe gonlor elags now, The number of
pupils In all the twelve s haols of the elty
at that time was 5,261, of whom only about
one-thirty-elghth waw In the High gchoal.
Bupurintendent James (n hie report cnlled nt-
tentlon to the fact that of cities of its slze
Omaha had the smallest High school. This
eauld Kardly be said now, for of the 13,000
children in the schools the High school has
about one-twelfth. The smalinesgs of the
gohool then Is attributed to the fact that at
that time there wae a comparatively much
larger tranplent population than now.

The coat of the High &chosl per year then
wan $8.270.21. Now It Is $40,920 The
monthly salary budget then waw §$554. Now
it 1s $3.985.

The first reference to Prof. Lewis in any
of the reports wae made by Superiniendent
Jumes that year. Sald he:

“The bhoard may be congratulated on ite

“muccess in securing so worthy a gaccesior to
Mr. Hine, one who combines in an eminent
dogree thése qualitice of character, culture
and adminlstration so essontial to the posi-
tion,”

Mr, Juomes' cetimnlo of the man has had

Eduentlon in Pennsylvanin,

A compulegory cdueation lnw hag been on
the statute books of Pennsylvanin for some
time. Like all other laws, it does not en-
force [teelf, nor Is theve manifest a publie
demand for Its enforcenient. The maln rea-
gon for this Indifference s the faet that
the enforeement of the law neccssitates n
large Increase In the number of scheoal build-
fnge. followed by Increased cost of malnte-
nanee, AN this means Inereased taxiation,
and a hint of that kimd rouses the wrath of
overburdened taxpayers.

“In sehool matters,” says the Philadelphin
Inguiver, “state paternallsm  wos adopted
awith enthuslasm many years ago, and we
can hardly balk at carrying it ocul in fte
ontirety. The school tax s n serious one,
especlally when farmers are doing business
without profit, but an Ignorant, brutallzed
population is & worse evil than even high
taxes. ’

“Phe putting into practical operation of the
compulsory education law bringa with it the
suggestion that the seattered coumntry achoal
houses ba abolished and the schools consoli-
dated in one set ef buildings at central locali-
tles, to and from which puplls are to be
conveyed In vehleles provided by the state.
Having determined to educato  those who
denlre an education at the public expenge it
fs but n step to require that ail children of
school age must attend school snd but an-
other shart step to the plin of state convey-
anece of the puplls, which lias lately come
into vogue in somo sectlons of the state and
Is belng seriously consldered by the State
Department of Public Instruction for gen-
eral adoption throughout the whole of Penn-
pylvania,

“The question arises whether there Is any-
thing more that the state con do for Its
childien, It has been ascortalned that many
children have not attended school because
they had pever had complete sults of cloth-
ing. The state provides them with books.
It has not yet begun to provide clothes, Per-
haps n way will be found. HButl Is there no
danger of makliug forever self-helplesa peo-
ple who are taught to expect 89 much help?™

Phis deslre for education g, indeed, the
Best featvre In the mtellectunl tempera-
ment of the Beottish people, sayes the West-
minster Review., The well Known ambition
of the Eeottish mother to have her son “‘wag
his pow in a pu'pit” s now somowhat weak-
onod by the opening up of other patlis of in-
telloctun] mehlevoment, hut there 15 sl a
widely diffused  deslre  for Intellectunl in
préferonce 1o gommercial pursiies.

story of the paskion was read by the ceie-
brants In the respective churchesd, These
readingn were followed by the blesaing and
the distribution of the palms,

The ehancel of Trinlty cathedral was pro-
fusely decorated with palms.  An excellent
musleal program wan glven by the Iarge and
eMelent cholr., A cluwe of fAfty-flve was con-
firmed by Blshop Worthington, Following
the confirmation, the bishop delivered: an
address to thise Juel recdived,

Palin. Sunday was approprintely ohserved
at the Piret Presbyterian ¢hurch. Faure's
“The Palme' was beaulifully rendered by
the cholr and Mrs, Myron Smith sang
“Sancty Marin.'' The pastor, Rev., 8§ B,
McCormick, preached on “The Triumphal
Entry.""

Atter speaking of the events of Christ's
entry  Into Jerusalem the perencher sald:
“We shonld remembir always that this eniry
wis the entry of one who was meek and
lowly ae well as the entry of a king. It
wae the prelude to Christ's cruclfixion and
lie ronllzed this fact at the time. One rea-
sonn why Jesus assumed temporary royal
power was that he might hnsten the work
for which he came to iny down his life, To
b a true king meane that the king ehall
spend  his whole atrengih and energy In
srrving the best Interests of his every sub-
fect.'  After pointing out the fallures of
many of the world's greatest kings In this
regard, Mr. McCormieck sald: "I we eon-
dlder alone Jesuys' devotion to the Interesio
of his embijects we find that he was a true,
n loval and an ldeal king. Under the green
lowers and over the palms that were glrewn
bofore him this king rode, not to the glorious
assumption of temporal power that was oc-
cupying the minds of thoss around %im,
but tpo hig grave. BEvery garment placed In
his wny meant a new weapon to be thrue
'n his slde. HBvery palm branch over which
he rode meéant a new item In the indlctment
that his accusers should later bring against
him, Jesus knew thix and yet welcomed 11"

“The trivmph of Jesus was far different
from that of other kings. He wa®s looking
forward to *als coronntion, but It was a erown
of thorns that was to be placed on hia head.
He was on his way to a throne, but It was
a throng beyond the conception of those
who ran before him. The musle of those
who weleomed Him was but his own funeral
dirge, to be taken up and chanted by the
heavenly cholr.  Cfarlst's triumphal entry
wnd a magnificent spectacle, but its mag-
nifleence lay in the wealth of love that la-
spired him to go forwiard. His entry only
manifested his compugeion for thoss whom
he came to eave."

RELIGIOUS PRESS PROTESTS.
Opposcd to Attempt to Chreistinnize
the Constitution.

Onee more, says the Independent, the lit-
tle band of agitators, led by those who will
not vote for God's righteousuess, because
the supreme authority of God is not men-
tloned In the econstitution of the United
States, have brought before congress thelr
perfodical bill for an amendment of the pre-
amble to the constitution so as to recognize
iodd ne the =source of all clvil power, and
Christ as the ruler of nations, and His
supreme will ag of supreme authority. The
proposition has actually passed to a second
reading In the senate, and I» aleo before
the house, and it is among the remote pos-
dbilities that it may pasg and bo sent to the
atate legislatures for ratification. Posslbly
the character of the very devoul men who
have advocated the measure before the com-
mitiees of congress, and of the proncunced
unbellevers who have been moved to op-
pose it, may have affected the attitude of
our legislntors, We lake the lbsrty to
represent the views of the great body of
christian men In thie country and to explain
why It lg that they take no Intersst in trying
Lo secure gnch a recognition of the Almighty

In our organic law,

In the first place they do not belleve that
n state I8 affected one way or another by
a formal, and necessarily to n great extent
perfunctory, acknowledgment of Jesus Christ.
Roellgion is somoething that affesis Individ-
uals, and affects sates ae It firat affects
individunle. The citizens are not christians
beeause the organie law of the slate ac-
knowledges Christ; but the state Is chris-
tian If the citizens are such, 10 all the law-
glvers and judges and executlve officers are
trying to do their duty In the fear of God,
the state I8 nol made a particle more re-
ligious by putting the name of God Into e
conaiitution. It lawgivers and judgez and
executlve officers do not fear God, then His
name in the constitution makes the state
Worss rather than better, It s
putting the cart before the  horse
Lo attempt to sanctify the people
by first  Eanctifying the  state, The
gltizenn give character to the stale, not the
state to the citizens. Putting the rpcognl-
tien of Christ into the constitutlon would
not make one cltizen betier, nor insure the
better observance of one law; but making
one clitizen better will insure o better ob-
¢ervance of law and o greater power to
Jesus Clirist.

Next to the utter uselesspess of such a
printér'e-ink assertion that this npation ree-
penizes Jesus Christ as Its ruler s to be
considered the propricty of i ae affecting
the rights of those who do not accept the
Chrietion falth, but who yet are and should
be cltizens possessing cqual rights with us,
This polnt 18 emphasized lo us by a letter
from o distingulshed Hebrew rabbl in Phila-
delphla, Dr, 8. Morals, In The Hebrew, u
weekly journal printed entirely in the He-
brew lunguage. A number of Hebrew im-
migrants who have escaped the persecutions
of christian Russin have writem to ask him
it there ls any danger that the movement
to put christlanity Into the constitution will
prevall, as they fear It would be the pre-
cursor of diseriminating laws agalost non-
ehrlet lnne, Dr. Morals reassures them In
very florid and biblical Hebrew, stating that
efforts at christianizing the constitution have
been made befors and falled, ""The ruler of
the unlverss,' he saye, ‘watchee over the
American people,” and will not allow them
to be “aficted by the lls which christian
priests' have brought on other countries;
but that here “‘every ope Lhat ocométh to
trust upder the wings of thle standard of
Hberlty shall be a singer In his soul, and
shall belleve according to the desire of his
own beart,' He i» right. This land belongs
equally to, all its eltizens, It puts no one
religlon Ioto its constitution. The framers
of the constitution decided this intelligently
and wisely, They wished our Hag to give
equal rights to bellever and unbeliever, o
Jew and christian,

As christians we will do our best Lo make
other people bellpve our truth; but as citl-
Aens we want o put no préssure aod no
“tigma of nondonformity on atheist, infdel
or Jew, We belleve snough In christiunity
not Lo deslre to aek the state to help us
propogate It or proclaim I, As L0 the en-
dorspment of the state, we will have none
of 1, The christlan church does not need
the endorsement of the state, as It would
resent Ite help. As we want no interfer-
ence from the slale, we ask for no favors,

nothing but equal rights, and we are not’

afrald that christlanity will oet %eold lte

own I a falr feld,

outside for 1its food products when they
ean be bought—mnde equally well to any
In the world—right aq door.””
Dr. Mary BE. Qroene, in speaking of what
Nebraska har done In the way of home
manufagtures, expressed herself In this for-
¢itle language. Ar she made her remarks
based on a eareful examination of what
Nebranka manufacturers are doing, she was
requested to tell to readers of The Bes what
she had observed during her vislt to Omaha.

“I have been delighted to find that weo
much effective work is belng done right In
Nebiraska by your active organization—the
Manufacturers’ and Consumors' association
=[or promoting the use of Nebraska, or
‘heme' preducts, as 1 belleve you call them,

“When a state has such boundless re-
sotrees ag Nebraska has, It is very much
bestter to use the products at first hand, as
yon are dolng, than to fend off the crude
product and then ship It back again. |
linve seen the latter course taken In Geor-
gla and in Michigan, too, the state from
which 1 come, in some instances. For ox-
ample, In Michignn we don't manufacture
our oatmeal, ag you de, but we send down
Into Ohio or Into Canada for the produect,”

Dr, Greene was one of the Judges of food
products at the World's fair, and has given
the matter  muoch  attention. While In
Omaha lecturing to the Woman's club, she
vielted Nebrawka's hives of home Industry.

“1 was Interested to find what had been
dipne. In South Omaha 1 found a  great
industry in the preparation of meats for
the markot There i8 only one thing 1
wish to critlcize now, and that refers to
all parts of the United States equally It
the government gives forvlgn consumers the
henefit of meat Inspection, 1 think the same
Ingpection ought to be glven to our citl-
Zens,  Of coursge, the per cont Is vory small
of diseared animalg that are found, though
I think, for my part, that our eltizens
should have the same show that [orelgners
are given.

“You have one Nebraska product against
whleh 1 find a prejudice exista—the same
prejudice which exists In all parts of the
United Statee, I mean glucose as a table
product In one form or another. People
should learn to recogiize the fact that glu-
cose I8 a strictly wholegome food product.
It Is unfortunate that we do not do as the
Japanese—give it a nice name, such as
barley-honey or corn-honey—as they do.
Then people would buy It and be benefited
by Its use [nstead of objecting to seelng a
pure and wholesome product on the table,
Doubtlesa the flrst prejudice eame from the
sugar makere, who knew which side thelr
bread wues buttered on when they excited a
popular prejudice.

“Another food which Nebraska is produc-
ing and ngalnst which a general, but wholly
groundless, projudice exists with a certain
clags, |s butterine, I belleve in butterine
meat heartily. 1t Is g0 much better, sweoter
and purer than nine-tenthg of the butter put
on’ the market, This is an entirely wrong
movement to try to legislate the butterine
out of the market. In Michlgan they won't
allow thelr eriminals to eat it. But they
don’t try to stop the use of these “‘soap'’
fats which nre so largely placed on the mar-
ket under the gulse of butter, The trouble
s there Is too much worthless, badly made
butter placed on the market—yes, amd
cheeses, too, that America has come 'to
have the reputation of making the poorest
datry producta in the world,

“We have made some practleal tests ut
the Woman's club of the flour products of
Nebraska and found them to be of the very
best. The flours, though I don't remember
the mamoes of the partieular brands, were
equal to those produced anywhere.”
